licadcr delegations to the Chicago convention 

some lively times are expected. 

If the Bepabliean party fails to renominate 
President Taft, it will go before the country 
saying, "We repudiate law enforcement, peace 
treaties and the keeping of national platforms." 

Things are somewhat mixed this Anno 
Domini 1912. Theodore hasn't carried any 
State solid. Even in California Taft carried 

one or two Congressional Districts. So it was 
with i'ennsylvania and many other sfatee. 

Norn ia the boUiest time ever to settle this 
Koosevelt question. If the Constitution uf 
the United States is to be used as a door mat 

at the White House by Theodore Roosevelt, 
why there will Ito something diddiug in tlie 
the way of swatting. Toddy will hit the mat 
with the usual dull thud quite soon now. 

The Irish home rule bill which was intro- 
duced l)y tlie House of ('onimons, April 11, 
and which has passed its second rending, pro- 
vides for an Irish parliament - the Senate to 
have 40 members and the House 104. The 
collection of taxes is to remain in the imperial 
aerviee; biit a part is to be paid over to the 
Irish executive. An additional sooi of |2.> 
500,000 is to be paid to Ireland the firat year, 
mkd this will iiiuiniab by $9&0,000 yearly 
until it is reduced to $1,000,000. The postal 
HervLces aro to be handed over to Ireland. 
The Irish Parliament is to have power to re- 
duce or to discontiiiiifi the imperial taxes, os- 
ceptiug the income tax and the stamp an<l 
estate duties. It will also have power to alter 
the excise duties, but except in the case of 
beer and apirits it is debarred from adding to 
the ouatoms duties anf thing which will give a 
greater increaae that 10 per cent. The parlia* 
meat can make no laws favoring or affeoting 
any religiout creed. The lord lieutenant of 
Ireland ia to have the power of veto.
